of this bounty, in 


the course ofa few years the conditions 
willbe 
so improved 


that the bounty may be safely withdrawn. 
The purpose 
of 


this talk is to stiffen the backbone of the supervisors 
to put 


off the inevitable repeal ofan unwise and burdensome 
ordin- 


ance, so that the bounty hunters can pursue their calling at 
the expense of the general 
taxpayers 
for a while longer. 


Of course, there are many throughout 
the county who do not 


want the law repealed. 
Itis of decided benefit to a few, and 


selfish considerations 
are arrayed 
against .'repeal. 
Still we 


believe the prevailing opinion is that the law is unjust, and 
a useless draft upon the 
resources 
of the people, 
and the 


quicker it is abolished 
the better the general public willbe 


satisfied. 
Bounty laws of this character 
are contradictory in

While they appeal 
to 
self-interest 


to engage in the destruction of so-called 
obnoxions animals 


and birds, on the other hand self-interest is awakened in the 
opposite direction, that is inkeeping up the supply of such 
creatures, 
so that the premium business 
may be maintained 


on a profitable basis.

Without questioning it in the least, itdoes seem that 
scien- 


tific men of the medical profession 
are pushing

the extreme of faddism. 
Every few days circulars 
are 
sent 


out, ostensibly in the interest of the public health, warning

The 


truth is,ifthe people were to heed these interminable procla- 
mations of warning and advice, they would be kept busy in 
making war upon germ-infected

or creatures.

the ever-present 
germ 


gets in its work in an unguarded 
moment. 
The latest 
con- 


tribution to germ 
literature urges a war of extermination 


upon the common house fly,because it is alleged 
to be the 


disseminator 
of the tuberculosis 
germ. 
Ithas. been re-chris- 


tened, "the white plague fly.'' Itgees without saying that the 
common flyis a nuisance, 
and 
every 
capable 
housekeeper 


from earliest times has striven to abate the evil as much as 
possible. 
In spite of their efforts the plague of flies is still 


inevidence, perhaps on the whole 
as much so as when they 


tormented the ancient 
Egyptians. 
This eternal 
ding-dong 


about germs is getting to be a chestnut. 
In face of all this 


learned talk about the glory of "a flyless summer 
time," it 


is doubful ifa germless 
world such as platted out in the im- 


agination of these 
sages 
would be any improvement upon 


the world as we now findit.

Still, it is more noticeable this 


year. 
The new primary 
law 
reduces 


the 
power of the 
would-be 
bosses. 


They cannot manipualte things as they 
have been accustomed 
to heretofore, 


and they chafe under the restraint. 


A question arises in relation to the 


new primary law which is somewhat 
of a puzzle. Incase there is no candi- 
date on the 
printed party ballot for 


any particular 
office, of course it is 


the privilege of the voter to write the 
name of any person he choosesffor that 
office in the blank space 
provided for 


that purpose. 
It cannot 
be assumed 


that in the event of no regular candi- 
dite by petition for any office that the 
said office willbe left off the ballot 
entirely. 
This would curtail the right 


of the individual voter, and is out of 
joint with the spirit and interest of the 
primary law. 
There willno doubt be 


a space left in which 
to. write the 


name of any person for any office for 
which there is no regular candidate. 
And there will be 
some 
scattering 


votes cast for perhaps 
different 
per- 


sons for such office. 
Undoubtedly, the 


one receiving the 
highest 
number of 


votes 
would be 
the 
nominee, 
even 


though the number of votes should be 
but a very small per centage 
of the 


total vote cast. 
The law provides that 


a pluralty vote is sufficient to nomi- 
nate. 
Now insuch a case, 
the nomi- 


nee not having announced 
his candi- 


dacy for such office, would no doubt be 
at liberty to make 
the 
run, 
even 


though the nomination should be 
ten- 


dered from outside his own party lines. 
But he is ina very different 
position 


from the 
formally announced 
candi- 


date, who in case 
of his nomination 


cannot withdraw, and consequently his 
name must go on the printed ballot at 
the general election. 
Does this rule, 


however, 
apply to the one 
who 
is 


nominated 
by a 
scattering 
vote 
as 


above stated. 
He surely cannot 
be 


forced into a position 
that he 
never 


asked for, and is not willingto accept. 
Can he by a simple 
request 
have 
his 


name omitted from the printed 
ballot. 


The lawdoes 
not 
as far as 
we can 


find, cover a case of this kind, and it 
is one that is bound 
to occur, 
and 


should be settled beforehand.
